REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARDS 


The annual meeting of the school district was held 
March 17, 1917, in the primary school building. The fol- 
lowing officers were elected: Herbert W. Smith, modera- 
tor; Bert Po Doez clerk; JE. howler treasurer; Harry 
G. Atwood, auditor; Alice J. Patridge, member of -school 
board for three years. | 

The school board organized as follows: Alfred Con- 
ner, chairman; Alice J. Patridge, Clerk. 

As the fiscal year ends August 31 the complete report 
cannot be issued until your next meeting. Following is 
the report of your superintendent. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board of Newfelds: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my third annual 
report. It is with still greater pleasure that I look back 
over the past three years and recall my association with 
you and the cordial support that I have always received 
in Newfields. 


mn CHANGE IN FIscaAL: YEAR. 


At the last session of the legislature the following 
amendment was passed: 

“The fiscal year of town and special school -districts 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, 
and thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end 
‘August 31, annually.” 

The passage of this amendment brings to every school 
district in New Hampshire the necessity of providing in 
some way for the change of fiscal year. Last March 
funds were appropriated to carry the schools to the end 
of the winter term only. This leaves the spring term and» 
any repairs made during the summer unprovided for. 
There are several ways in which to provide for the 
change. | 

(1) To consider the amount needed to finish the ex- 
tended school year as a deficit and raise a sufficient 
* amount to cover this “deficit” in addition to an appropria- 
tion to cover the year beginning September 1, 1918, and 
ending August 31, 1919. . While it woulld be an advan- 
tage to adopt the new year as soon as possible, the burden 
for this next year would be a heavy one. Moreover, it is 
practically impossible for us to say now how much money 
will be needed to finish the year ending August 31, 1919. 

(2) To appropriate a sufficient amount to cover the 
“deficit” and next year’s school needs, but raise by taxa- 
tion only so much as is likely to be needed to carry the 
schools to the end of the winter term in March, 1919. 


THE SCHOOLS. 


So far as teachers and equipment are concerned, New- 
fields has two good schools. In every respect there has 
been a steady gain during the past year. Perhaps the 
most noticeable change is in the general attitude of the 
pupils toward school and toward one another. There is 
still room for improvement, but the gain is gratifying. 
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Grammar School.—All school people are agreed as to 
the advantage of retaining a strong teacher during a num- 
ber of years. This is Miss Pollard’s third year in this 
school, and the results of her excellent work are evident. 
State Superintendent Morrison inspected the school thor- 
oughly last year and expressed great satisfaction with 
the “work shop” plan of government adopted and devel- 
oped by Miss Pollard. 

Primary School—Miss Rita Hazelton, like Miss Scam- 
mon who exerted a strong and refining influence on this 
school last year, is a graduate of the Wheelock Training 
School, Boston. She has continued successfully the work 
of her predecessor and classmate. With her winning 
personality, her devotion to the children and their inter- 
ests in school and out, and her capacity for work, she 
gives promise of being an unusually strong teacher. 

Both Miss Pollard and Miss Hazelton attended the 
summer session at the Keene Normal School last year, 
and both are planning to do summer work again this year. 
Such professional activity on the part of teachers can not 
be too highly commended. 


THE BUILDING. 


I wish to express to the Board my appreciation of the 
improved appearance of the interior of the school. In- 
stead of two unattractive rooms with grimy woodwork 
and dingy white walls, we now have two really beautiful 
rooms with freshlyspainted woodwork and walls of a 
restful gray-green tint. Such changes react on the gen- 
eral tone of a school. Nothing is more helpful than 
active interest on the part of School Board and parents in 
the appearance of the schoolhouse. If the grown-ups 
seem to care for education the children will do likewise. 
If, on the other hand, their elders think that “anything 
is good enough for a school,” there is little chance of in- 
‘teresting the children. 
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I should like to suggest one or two other compara- 
tively inexpensive changes that would be of benefit. At 
present both rooms are lighted on three sides, with the 
strongest light coming from the rear. When children 
are studying their bodies cast a shadow on their books. 
heir hands and pencils or pens also cast a trying shadow 
on their paper when they are writing. The strongest 
light should come from the left. There should be no win- 
dows on the right or in front of the pupils. By giving the 
desks and seats a quarter-turn to the left and cutting off 
the light from the windows that would then be in front, 
the arrangement would be in accordance with scientific 
principies and the children’s sight would be protected. 

The inside shutters now in use should be discarded, 
and adjustable roller shades of a light color provided. 
The shutters when open cover valuable space on the 
blackboards. It is impossible to close the upper parts 
without covering half the lower sash. The noise occa- 
sioned by opening and closing the shutters causes con- 
fusion. They catch the dust and are unsanitary and 
unsatisfactory in every way. 

The blackboards of the primary room are too high for 
children of the first two grades. On three sides of the 
room the steampipes make it unsafe for the smaller chil- 
dren to try to reach up to the boards. Furthermore, the 
board space in this room is not adequate for a primary 
school. I suggest that the board on the inside wall be 
continued to the door and be so placed that the lower 
edge may be eighteen inches from the floor. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


It is impossible to express in figures the value of medi- 
calinspection. [Even if the examining physician does not 
spend many hours in the schools in the course of a year, 
the fact that we can legally call upon him for authority 
and advcie is of great assistance. 

The following is a summary of his report:

HOME GARDENS. 


Every boy and girl in the state, from the first grade 
through the high school, is asked to have a garden this year. 
The slogan is, “Wanted: 30,000 gardens and $100,000: worth 
of food !” 

This is a definite call, and all parents and teachers are 
asked to direct and supervise this difficult, but urgent, under- 
taking. If the plan can be carried through successfully, it 
will not only bring about an increase of food production, but 
will also provide an opportunity for valuable first-hand na- 
ture study, for better acquaintance between parents and teach- 
ers, and for greater loyalty to our country. 


In CONCLUSION. 


There are many contributing factors in the maintenance of 
a good school. Well trained and devoted teachers, sanitary 
school buildings, and co-operation on the part of parents, 
school officers, teachers and pupils are absolute essentials. 


There has never been a time in our history when education 
was so much needed as it is now and as it will be in the days 
of reconstruction after the war. We must be very sure that we 
allow nothing to handicap the intelligence and producing 
power of the rising generation. ‘This means that we must 
make every effort to improve owr schools.
